According  to  information  received  here,  the  strengthening 
of  military  preparations  against  Japan  in  Singapore  has  recently 
been  progressing  rapidly.  Great  Br,.^  tain  has  newly  established 
General  Headquarters  for  Far  East  on  the  13th  at  Singapore,  and 
has  appointed  the  Commander  of  the  Air  Force,  Hobarm  (T.N.  phonetic) 
as  its  Command er-in«Chief  whore  authority  is  extremely  wide  spread. 
He  has  received  in  his  grasp  all  ^military  pov;ers  for  the  Far 
Eastern  area.  Including  Hongkong  and  Burma,  v^hlch  were  hitherto 
separated  in  military  affairs.  Moreover,  he  has  even  the  right 
of  military  negotiation  with  the  Governor-Generals  of  Australia 
end  New  Zealand,  the  Viceroy  of  India,  end  the  Ambassadors  in 
Japan  and  Chine  without  direction  from  the  homeland.  The 
military  affairs  in  the  Far  East  have  thus  been  Indeed. unified. 

With  the  establishment  of  the  said  General  Headquarters,  military' 
preparations  in  Singapore  became  promptly  active  and  progressive. 

It  has  charged  its  core  of  military  preparations  against  Japan 
from  the  old  fleet  policy  to  the  new  policy  of  air  power  and  they 
are  importing  large  jSlze  bombers  from  America  continuously.

A  Wellington  (Hew  Zealand)  special  despatch  of  the* New  York 
Times  disclosed y as  learned  from  the  Goverr-rent  sources,  that  a 
certain  agreement  seerued  to  heve  been  met  between  the  ulS,  Gov¬ 
ernment.  Australia  and  New  Zealand  to  prepare  for  the  future  sit¬ 
uation  in  the  Southern  Pacific. 

None  of  the  details  of  the  tripartite  agreement  was  made 
public.  But  the  agreement  Itself  was  reached  at  Washington  conse¬ 
quent  to  the  recent  freqtient  conversations  between  the  Australian 
Minister  and  Secretary  of  State  Hull,  evidently  aimed  at  check¬ 
ing  Japan's  southward  expansion.  Especially,  well-informed  obser¬ 
vers  of  Wellington  say  this  tripartite  agreement  was  made  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  demands  of  the  U.  S..  who  needs  to  utilise  the 
base  of  Singapore  In  case  Japan  shoula  advance  Into  the  Dutch 
Indies.  Secretary  of  State  Hull  Is  reported  to  have  required 
Minister  Cacy  to  make  the  ports  lying  In  East  and  South  Australia 
fuel  supply  bases  for  the  U.  S.  Fleet  and  to  permit  the  U.  S,  the 
right  of  using  the  aerodromes  In  the  said  regions.  This  is  aimed 
at  Implementing  the  U.S.'s  strategic  position  In  the  Southern 
Pacific  as  well  as  securing  an  open  sea  route  to  Singapore.  Be¬ 
sides,  the  U.  S.  has  been  enabled  by  this  agreement  to  use  the 
aerodr<»nes  which  Britain  had  lately  been  constructing  In  secret 
on  her  Pacific  Islands.  Consequently,  the  U.  S.  added  the  prcclof 
air  bases  to  her  strength  In  the  Paoiflc. 

The  U.  S.  State  Department  has  neither  denied  nor  afflrmer 
news  of  the  agreement, 

THE  BASES  IN  THE  SOUTHERN  PACIFIC. 

As  the  main  bases  the  U.  S.  Navy  has  come  to  use  In  conse¬ 
quence  of  this  tacit  agreement  between  Britain  and  the  U.S.,  we 
can  enumerate  Sidney,  Melbourne,  and  Jarvis  Bay,  for  the  seaports 
In  East  and  South  Australia's,  and  Gibbon  Port  of  Auckland  In 
northern  New  Zealand.  Sidney  has  the  equipment  of  a  first  class 
British  naval  base  and  also  serves  as  air  base,  as  does  Gibbon 
Port.  The  U.  S.  Navy  Is  aiming,  by  utilizing  those  British  bases, 
at  securing  a  sea  route  between  the  Southern  Pacific  and  Singa¬ 
pore,  parallel  to  the  route  that  starts  at  northernmost  Alaska 
and  goes  along  the  Aleutian  Islands,  and  the  route  from  the  Pearl 
Harbor,  Hawaii,  to  the  Philippines,  via  Wake  and  Guam,  and  thus 
at  fortifying  the  Pacific  sea  routes. 

It  Is  the  expression  of  this  strategy  that  the  U.  S.  Navy 
has  of  late  transferred  her  regular  reconalssanoe  seaplanes  to 
Axistralla  on  one  hand  and  Is  striving  to  complete  the  air  route  to 
Australia  and  New  Guinea.  In  addition,  there  Is  also  possibility 
of  realization  of  the  use  of  Darwin,  the  naval  base,  from  where 
it  is  3522  kilometers  to  Singapore,  4352  kilometers  to  Hongkong, 
and  a  very  short  distance  to  the  Dutch  Indies.
